All told, there were six 
confirmed measles cases in 
Niagara, all involving unvac¬ 
cinated people under the 
age of 30. 

Dr. Valerie Jaeger, 
Niagara’s medical officer of 


health, said the generally 
accepted incubation period 
for measles is 21 days. 

Based on the last con¬ 
firmed infection on Feb. 10, 
the incubation period ended 
March 3. 

“And we’re 11 days past 
that now,” Jaeger said last 
Thursday. 

While the threat may be 
over, Jaeger is still encourag¬ 
ing residents to be vaccinat¬ 
ed. The best way to protect 
against the illness, she said, 


up to date. 

She credits public health 
staff as well as both school 
boards with helping to keep 
the recent outbreak of the 
highly-contagious disease 

“We were very successful 
in containing the spread." 

Vaccination climes were 
held across the region after 
the first case of measles was 
confirmed Feb. 3. 

Jaeger said 367 people 
were vaccinated at public 
health clinics.
